1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law 
clauses  to  be  known  as  clauses  71c  and  72c  are  and 
shall  form  part  and  parcel  of  said  By-Laws  Nos.  7 and 
50,  and  shall  be  read  and  construed  therewith  as 
follows  : — 

71c.  Every  privy  erected  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver  and  not  connected  with  the  public 
sewers  of  said  city  in  manner  set  forth  in  clause  4,3a 
of  By-Law  No.  50  of  said  city,  or  not  built  or  con- 
structed in  manner  set  forth  in  clause  68b  of  said  By- 
Law  No.  50  of  said  city,  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
water-tight  box  or  receptacle,  lined  with  zinc  or  other 
non-eorrosive  material,  with  ventilating  pipe  leading 
therefrom  to  roof  of  said  privy,  and  said  box  or  other 
receptacle  so  constructed  and  used  shall  be  so  placed 
as  to  be  easy  of  access  for  the  purpose  of  being 
emptied  of  its  contents  by  the  licensed  scavengers 
whenever  necessary,  dry  earth  or  other  suitable 
absorbment  to  be  used  by  the  proprietor,  tenant  or 
occupant  of  the  premises  on  which  said  privy  or 
pi  ivies  so  constructed  shall  be  situate,  for  the  purpose 
of  absorbing  any  or  all  moisture  accumulating  from 
time  to  time  in  said  boxes  or  receptacles,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  deodorizing  the  contents  of  said  boxes  or 
receptacles  ; and  every  such  privy  or  privies  so  con- 
structed or  built  shall,  when  in  actual  use,  be  cleaned 
out  as  provided  for  in  the  Public  Health  By-Law  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver  and  amendments  thereto,  at 
least  once  in  each  and  every  week. 

72c.  No  privy  or  privies,  or  water-closets,  other 
than  those  constructed,  built,  kept  or  maintained  as 
provided  for  in  clauses  43a,  44a,  68b  or  71c  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  erected,  used  or  maintained  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  and  any 
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and  all  such  now  existing,  or  that  may  hereifter  be 
constructed,  are  hereby  declared  public  nuisances,  and 
the  same  shall  be  dealt  with  as  provided  for  in  the 
Public  Health  By-Law  No.  7 of  the  City  of  \ an- 
couver,  and  amending  By-Laws.

BY-LAW  No.  64. 

A lty-l.an-  to  liaise  $150,000  by  tray  of  Debentures 
for  permanent  Improvements  in  the  City  of  i an- 
con rer. 

T HEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  raise 
by  way  of  loan  on  the  credit  oi  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Vancouver  the  sum  of '$150,000, 
payable  on  the  80th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1928,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  half  yearly,  said  loan  to  he  applied  to  the  per- 
manent improvements  in  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  : — 

1.  Grading,  repairing,  and  making  streets  and 
bridges,  $109,600. 

2.  Completing  Park  Road  in  the  west  of  the  city, 
$5,600. 

3.  Making  a road  to  park  on  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  city,  $7,000. 

4.  Erecting  an  addition  to  the  City  Hall,  $2,500. 

5.  Introducing  a tire  alarm  system,  constructing 
additional  tire  tanks,  and  purchasing  an  additional 
steam  tire  engine  and  other  apparatus  for  the  tire  de- 
partment, $10,300. 

6.  Purchasing  land  for  and  erecting  and  equipping 
a general  hospital,  $10,000. 

7.  Putting  down  surface  drains,  $5,000. 

And  whereas  the  sum  of  $10,578  will  have  to  be 
raised  annually  as  a special  rate  for  paying  the 
interest  and  creating  a sinking  fund  for  paying  the 
said  loan  at  the  days  and  times  when  same  shall  be- 
come payable  under  this  By-Law. 

And  whereas  the  total  debt  of  said  City  of  Van- 
couver is  $191,000 ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  is  $3,650,970, 
according  to  the  last  revised  assessment  roll  of  the 
city. 

And  whereas  to  raise  the  said  yearly  sum  of 
$10,578,  the  annual  special  rate  of  29-100  of  a cent  in 
the  dollar  upon  said  rateable  property  will  have  to  be 
imposed  annually. 

Therefore  be  it  enacted,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  in  Council  assembled,  as 
follows  : — 


1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city 
to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  from  any  person  or  persons, 
body  or  bodies  corporate  who  may  be  willing  to  ad- 
vance same  upon  toe  credit  of  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  the  sum  of  $150,000,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasurer  of  said  city  lor  the  purposes 
and  with  the  objects  hereinbefore  recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  each  tor  such  sum 
of  money  not  less  than  $100  or  its  equivalent  ex 
pressed  in  pounds  sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom,  at 
a value  of  $4.8060  to  the  pound  sterling. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  be  made  payable  in 
forty  years  from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  ior 
this  By-Law  to  take  < fleet  at  the  otlice  of  the  treas- 
urer of  toe  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  at  the 
City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council  by  resolution 
may  direct. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached 
for  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  ot  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  on  the  amount  of  said  debentures,  payable 
half-yearly  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  and  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May  in  each  and  every  year  at  the 
office  of  said  City  Treasurer,  or  at  such  bank  in  the 
City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council  may  by 
resolution  direct. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  debentures  and 
interest  to  become  due  thereon,  an  equal  special  rate 
of  29  100  of  a cent  in  the  dollar  shall  in  addition  to  all 
other  rates  be  raised,  levied  anil  collected  m each 
year  upon  all  the  rateable  property  in  the  city  during 
the  continuance  of  said  debentures. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Corporation,  from  time 
to  time,  to  repurchase  any  of  the  said  debentures  at 
such  price  or  prices  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon, 
and  all  debentures  so  repurchased  shall  be  forthwith 
cancelled,  and  no  reissue  of  debentures  or  any  deben- 
ture shall  be  made  in  consequence  of  such  repurchase. 

7.  This  By-Law  shall,  before  the  final  passing 
thereof,  receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  said 
Corporation,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  “ Van- 
couver Incorporation  Act,  1880, ’’and  the  “Vancouver 
Incorporation  Act  Amendment  Act,  1887.” 

8.  This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force 
on  the  30th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1888. 

9.  Received  the  assent  of  the  electors  on  the  23rd 
day  of  May,  A.  I).  1888. 

Reconsidered  and  finally  passed  on  the  28th  day  of 
May,  A.  D.  18S8.
